Mayor's  Cuts  Chill  Season 
For  Teenage  Jobholders

A  demonstration  just  three  days  before 
Thanksgiving  on  the  steps  of  City  Hall 
brought  dozens  of  the  city's  teenagers  to 
plead  with  the  mayor's  office  to  rein- 
state funding  to  a  jobs  training  program, 
the  Mayor's  In-School  Youth  Program 
(MISY). 

Their  appeal  has  apparently  fallen  on 
deaf  ears,  for  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein 
has  decided  the  city  will  no  longer  fund 
the  innovative  jobs  program,  claiming  a 
budget  shortfall  for  the  coming  fiscal 
period.  Obviously,  the  100  percent 
cut  to  this  program  wipes  it  out  alto- 
gether. 

"We're  willing  to  take  our  share  of 
cuts  -  like  any  other  city  department," 
said  Jeff  Mori,  representing  the  MISYP 
Advisory  Board  of  13  community-based 
organizations  that  have  been  running  the 
$850,000  program  under  contract  to  the 
city  for  the  past  five  years.  "But,"  he 
continued,  "we  are  not  willing  to  be  sac- 
rificial lambs  for  City  Hall!" 

In  order  to  stay  in  the  on-the-job  pro- 
gram, high  standards  are  set  for  eligible 
14  to  21  year  olds,  requiring  them  to 
maintain  good  grades  and  school  attend- 
ance, as  well  as  attend  bi-weekly  train- 
ing workshops. 

Job  placements  included  city  libraries, 
recreation  centers,  schools,  childcare 
and  health  centers,  museums,  city  off- 
ices, and  with  community  groups  and  in 
private  business. 

More  than  100  disadvantaged,  low  in- 
come, high-risk  youngsters  from  Potrero 
Hill  apply  for  the  35  job  allotments  reg- 
ularly assigned  to  this  area.  And  for 
those  youngsters  lucky  enough  to  be 
hired,  the  program  has  been  a  godsend. 
They  have  been  kept  out  of  trouble,  in 
school,  and  have  spending  money  in 
their  pockets. 


"The  MISY  Program  helped  me  learn  to 
interact  with  adults  in  a  professional, 
working  environment,"  says  20  year  old 
Sandra  Swanson.  "It  has  also  taught  me 
to  deal  with  people  from  all  types  of 
cultural  and  ethnic  backgrounds."  Swan- 
son's  job  site  was  the  Potrero  Hill 
Health  Center,  while  she  attended 
George  Washmgcon  High  School. 

The  city's  "shortfall"  problem  is  "cut- 
ting short  the  city's  commitment  to 
young  people,"  said  an  enraged  Enola  D. 
Maxwell,  Executive  Director  of  the  Pot- 
rero Hill  Neighborhood  House,  which  ad- 
ministers the  MISY  Program  in  the  Pot- 
rero area. 

"We  will  try  to  sway  the  mayor's  de- 
cision about  this  program,"  Maxwell 
continued,  as  she  announced  another  at- 
tempt to  discuss  MISY's  future  on  Dec. 
4.  "We  should  have  the  same  advantage 
as  other  programs  and  departments.  A 
reduction  would  have  been  tolerable, 
but  elimination  we  do  not  want  to  live 
with!" 

With  a  citywide  school  drop-out  rate 
in  San  Francisco  as  high  as  35  percent 
(57  percent  among  blacks,  and  49  per- 
cent among  Latinos),  the  MISY  Program 
has  been  a  vital  factor  in  keeping  that 
rate  from  escalating.  MISY  staff  mem- 
bers point  out  that  youths  in  the  pro- 
gram have  shown  good  attendance  rec- 
ords, grades,  and  job  retention. 

"This  program  is  a  city  program  fund- 
ed by  private  and  federal  funds,  but 
owned  by  the  city,"  said  Chuck  Ayala, 
Executive  Director  of  Centro  Latino. 
"Where  is  the  city's  responsibility  to 
the  youth?  The  problems  of  young  peo- 
ple are  worsening  daily  and  San  Francis- 
co is  not  paying  attention,"  he  stated. 

With  no  more  city  funding,  the  pro- 
gram's staff  claim  that  the  city  in  ef- 
fect also  cut  off  commitments  of  sub- 
stantial private  sector  funding  from 
corporations  and  foundations  for  the 
MISY  Program. 


Hill  Leads  Agnos  Support: 
Every  Vote  Counts  Dec,  8 

The  sign  went  up  Nov.  4  on  a  house  on  Connecticut  Street,  near  20th,  and  for  many 
of  us  on  Potrero  Hill,  it  said  it  all:  "Congratulations,  Mayor  Art." 

That  homemade  sign  made  even  more  real  the  elation  many  of  us  felt  the  night  be- 
fore as  ballots  were  counted  and  our  neighbor.  Assemblyman  Art  Agnos,  racked  up  a 
stunning  48.2  percent  vote,  missing  by  a  mere  hairsbreadth  the  runoff  election  that 
must  now  take  place  Dec.  8. 

But  congratulations  aren't  quite  in  order  yet  for  those  who  want  to  see  Art  take  to 
City  Hall  the  creativity,  compassion  and  concern  he  has  shown  so  many  times  on 
Potrero  Hill. 

In  some  ways,  his  strong  Nov.  3  showing  may  have  been  both  good  news  and  bad 
news.  Good  news,  of  course,  because  it  demonstrates  the  major  support  Art  has 
throughout  the  city.  But,  if  we  simply  assume  that  he's  a  shoo-in  and  think  that  our 
vote  may  not  be  necessary  on  Dec.  8,  then  it  will  truly  be  bad  news  for  the  City  of 
San  Francisco. 

With  Art  continuing  to  widen  his  lead  in  the  polls,  it's  easy  to  assume  our  vote  won't 
be  necessary. ..if  it's  raining.. .or  we've  got  something  cooking  on  the  stove. ..or  we 
have  an  especially  busy  schedule  that  day.  But  polls  don't  vote.  People  do.  Potrero 
Hill  gave  Art  his  highest  vote  on  Nov.  3  -  nearly  70  percent  -  and  we  not  only  can, 
but  must,  do  it  again  if  we  really  want  him  to  be  Mayor. 

Let's  turn  out  for  Art  in  even  higher  numbers  on  Dec.  8.  Then,  congratulations 
will  truly  be  in  order.  ,  t  g^^-.^

EDITORIALS 

Vote  Yes  on  Prop.  X 

With  almost  no  fanfare,  an  issue  crucial  to  San  Francisco's  future  will  be  decided 
on  the  Dec.  8  ballot.  Prop.  X  asks  voters  to  decide  whether  70  units  of  senior  housing 
can  be  built  atop  the  east  portal  of  the  Broadway  Tunnel. 

Opponents  of  the  measure  claim  the  need  for  a  park  on  the  site  outweighs  the  need 
of  seniors  for  housing.  We  disagree.  As  the  ability  of  San  Franciscans  -  and  espec- 
ially seniors  on  fixed  incomes  -  to  find  affordable  housing  worsens,  even  70  units  of 
housing  can  help.  The  particulars  of  this  issue  have  been  debated  countless  times  be- 
fore the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  designs  have  been 
modified  to  preserve  the  vista  of  the  nearby  historic  Church  of  Guadalupe. 

Especially  following  the  passage  of  Prop.  T  Nov.  3  -  which  prevents  the  city  from 
selling  land  at  below  market  rate  to  help  subsidize  housing  -  a  defeat  for  Prop.  X 
could  send  a  clear  message  that  housing  is  a  low  priority  for  San  Franciscans.  Don't 
let  that  happen.  Vote  'yes'  on  Prop.  X. 


Desperate  Ploy 


Increasingly,  desperation  seems  to  be  the  hallmark  of  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein's 
waning  days  in  City  Hall.  Following  quickly  on  the  heels  of  her  unsuccessful  campaign 
for  a  baseball  stadium  at  Seventh  and  Townsend,  our  lame-duck  mayor  has  now  tried 
an  end-run  to  berth  the  nuclear-equipped  U.S.S.  Missouri  and  its  fleet  at  Piers  30 
and  32. 

Her  first  shot  was  at  a  Port  Commission  Hearing  that  all  but  barred  the  public  from 
attending.  At  that  session,  Hill  resident  and  Port  Commissioner  Jim  Herman  charged 
the  plan  would  significantly  delay  construction  of  a  badly-needed  container  terminal 
at  those  piers.  Especially  with  the  fate  of  a  second  container  terminal  further  south 
on  the  waterfront  currently  uncertain,  the  delay  -  or  possible  loss  -  of  a  terminal  on 
Piers  30  and  32  could  jeopardize  crucial  martime  work  in  the  city. 

In  addition  to  economic  concerns,  other  troubling  questions  persist,  and  if,  as  Fein- 
stein  claims,  Piers  30  and  32  are  only  a  prelude  to  a  permanent  Missouri  homeporting 
at  Hunters  Point,  the  issues  raised  earlier  this  year  around  this  issue  remain  tne  same. 
Many  San  Franciscans  feel  there  have  been  no  conclusive  answers  to  questions  of  job 
discrimination,  of  environmental  hazards,  and  of  the  proliferation  of  nuclear  war. 

A  majority  of  San  Francisco's  voters  declared  Nov.  3  that  they  want  this  city  to  be 
a  nuclear-free  zone.  That  applies  every  bit  as  much  to  Piers  30  and  32  as  it  does  to 
Hunters  Point.  Those  city  officials  toying  with  new  schemes  for  the  nuclear-equipped 
U.S.S.  Missouri  should  be  reminded  that  their  ploy  is  in  clear  violation  of  the  voters' 
will.

1977  CITY  ELECTIONS 


According  to  a  summary  in  the  December,  1977  VIEW,  8,893  people  in  what  was  then 
District  7  turned  out  to  vote  in  November.  Robert  Gonzales  bent  Victor  Medearis  for 
the  district's  seat  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  only  23  votes  (2,627  to  2,604).  The 
Hill  contributed  1,616  votes  to  the  district's  total,  but  the  bulk  of  Hill  votes  (679)  went 
to  Cathe  Smeland,  not  Gonzales  or  Medearis. 

George  Agnost  won  as  City  Attorney  with  51  percent  of  the  all-city  vote,  and  Po- 
trero Hill  again  went  against  the  stream,  preferring  Gil  Graham.  Same  story  for  City 
Treasurer.  52  Percent  of  San  Franciscans  who  voted  (83,503  out  of  159,855)  voted  for 
Thomas  Scanlon.  Potrero  Hill  went  for  Kay  Pachtner,  1,110  to  567. 
The  November,  1977  election  brought  out  50  percent  of  the  registered  voters  on  the 
Hill,  49  percent  of  District  7's  total,  and  52  percent  for  the  city  overall.

Federal  funding  for  education,  health 
and  housing  programs  is  being  dramatic- 
ally slashed  under  the  Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings  spending  cuts  that  took  effect 
Nov.  20. 

Among  those  education  programs  to  be 
affected  are  handicapped  education, 
Head  Start  programs,  and  Impact  aid 
when  additional  demand  for  schools  is 
caused  by  federal  personnel  nearby. 
(This  could  directly  affect  any  increased 
demand  caused  by  the  children  of  U.S.S. 
Missouri  personnel  if  the  fleet  is  event- 
ually homeported  in  San  Francisco.) 

In  addition,  some   455,000  students 
would  be  served  by  compensatory  educa- 
tion programs.  The  Head  Start  reduction 
is  part  of  a  general  reduction  in  human 
development  services,  which  also  affects 
programs  for  runaway  youth,  abused 
children  and  efforts  to  combat  family 
violence. 

Massive  cuts  in  health  care  funds  - 
approximately  $2  billion  -  are  slated  for 
1988,  with  $1.4  billion  coming  from  the 
Medicare  program  that  serves  senior  cit- 
izens. A  cut  of  2.3  percent  is  planned

for  aU  Medicare  payments  to  physicians, 
hospitals,  nursing  homes  and  other 
health  care  providers  for  the  remainder 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

In  many  cases,  this  means  many  of  the 
33  million  Medicare  beneficiaries  will 
have  to  pay  more  from  their  own  pocket 
for  medical  care.  This  comes  at  a  time 
when  the  elderly  are  already  paying  16 
percent  of  their  incomes  for  health  care. 

Even  as  the  AIDS  crisis  worsens 
throughout  the  nation,  $25  million  in 
AIDS  funding  is  expected  to  be  cut  from 
the  current  level,  which  is  already  about 
50  percent  below  the  amount  of  funding 
passed  by  the  House  of  Representatives. 
There  are  currently  more  than  40,000 
identified  cases  of  AIDS  in  the  U.S.,  and 
the  number  is  expected  to  rise  to  nearly 
300,000  by  1991.  ' 

In  addition,  other  health  care  cuts  ex- 
pected under  the  Gramm-Rudman  form- 
ula include  $250  million  from  the  Nation- 
al Institutes  of  Health;  $97  million  from 
the  Alcohol,  Drug  Abuse  and  Mental 
Health  Administration;  $25  million  from 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  Block  Grants, 
and  $75  million  from  other  health  and 
safety  programs. 

Federal  programs  for  low  income  hous- 
ing assistance  -  which  have  already  been 
severely  cut  back  under  the  Reagan  Ad- 
ministration -  would  also  suffer  sharply 
under  the  Gramm-Rudman  cutbacks. 

Low  Income  Housing  Operating  Assist- 
ance is  expected  to  see  a  $50  million  cut, 
directly  affecting  the  heating,  safety 
and  living  standards  of  the  1.34  million 
families  living  in  public  housing.  In  addi- 
tion, a  cut  in  low  income  housing  assist- 
ance may  mean  the  loss  of  thousands  of 
units  of  housing  for  very  low  income  per- 
sons, particularly  the  elderly.  And  since 
the  elderly  make  up  30  percent  of  those 
receiving  help  from  the  federal  Low  In- 
come Home  Energy  Assistance  Program, 
cuts  in  this  area  as  well  will  provide  a 
double  jolt.

Officially  low  flying  aircraft 
can  be  reported  to  the  Federal  Aviation 
Agency  (FA A)  office  in  Oakland  (273- 
7155,  Jack  Washington,  Operations  Su- 
pervisor). 

Don't  expect  to  get  through  unless  it's 
regular  weekday  hours,  and  don't  expect 
them  to  be  able  to  do  anything  unless 
you  can  read  the  numbers  on  the  heli- 
copter or  airplane  -  a  virtual  impossi- 
bility if  you  don't  happen  to  have  a  pair 
of  field  glasses  handy.  Even  then,  it 
would  be  your  judgement  against  the 
pilot's  concerning  his  altitude.

Keeps  Kids  from  Crossfire

Joe  Marshall  paces  back  and  forth  in 
front  of  his  audience,  clutching  an  arti- 
cle from  the  daily  paper  and.shaking  his 
head.  "I  get  so  angry  when  1  read  this," 
he  says  bitterly  to  the  25  boys  seated  in 
front  of  him.  "In  fact  when  1  read  this 
today,  I  had  n  hard  time  concentrating  on 
my  work.  Listen.  I  want  you  to  hear 
about  you." 

The  group  of  black  teenagers  listens 
quietly  as  Marshall  reads  the  article,  a 
summary  of  gloomy  statistics  about  black 
youth  in  San  Francisco.  They  learn  that 
their  peers  account  for  half  of  the  child- 
ren in  Juvenile  Hall,  two-thirds  of  the 
children  in  emergency  shelters,  and  90 
percent  of  all  cocaine  and  crack  arrests. 

The  members  of  the  Continental  Omega 
Boy's  Club  know  firsthand  what  Marshall 
is  talkine  about.  Almost  all  of  them  live 
in  the  projects,  where  they  encounter 
daily  opportunities  to  use  or  sell  drugs. 
They've  watched  as  classmates  have  been 
arrested,  have  seen  neighbors  with  crack 
habits  lose  50  pounds  in  weeks,  and  awak- 
ened to  the  sounds  of  gunfire  outside 
their  home. 

None  of  them  wants  to  get  caught  in 
that  crossfire.  But  all  alone,  it's  hard  to 
remain  strong.  Now  they  have  strength 
in  numbers,  and  they've  set  their  sights 
on  places  like  Boalt  Hall,  not  Juvenile 
Hall. 

The  club  was  started  last  March  by 
Marshall,  a  math  teacher  at  Potrero  Hill 
Middle  School,  and  Jack  Jacqua,  a  coac'ii 
and  school  parent  liason  there.  The  men, 
both  longtime  advocates  of  Potrero  Hill 
youth,  had  watched  in  despair  for  years 
as  some  of  their  most  promising  students 
dropped  out  of  school  and  began  selling 
drugs. 

"Jack  just  kept  coming  back  with  these 
stories  of  kids  we'd  had  in  Middle  School 
not  making  it  in  high  school,"  recalls 
Marshall.  "I  realized  I  wasn't  doing  much

as  a  teacher  if  I  wasn't  affecting  the  long 
range  outcome." 

Marshall's  plan  of  action  came  to  him 
after  he  heard  a  speech  by  Assemblyman 
Willie  Brown,  in  which  he  exhorted  blacks 
not  to  abandon  each  other.  "I  was  fired 
up,"  remembers  the  40  year  old  teacher, 
who  calls  himself  "a  fortunate  black." 
"I  came  to  Jack  and  said,  "we're  going  to 
do  it."  With  their  own  money  and  donat- 
ed space  in  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighbor- 
hood House,  they  started  the  club. 

Less  than  a  year  later  Brown  addressed 
the  boys  himself.  "Seated  in  this  room  is 
one  of  you  who  can  replace  me,"  he  told 
them  earnestly.  But  you've  got  to  take 
advantage  of  all  the  opportunities  pre- 
sented to  you.  Your  association  with 
this  group  will  give  you  a  level  of  pride 
and  confidence  you  never  thought  you 
had." 

The  club  is  made  up  of  40  boys  chosen 
by  Marshall  and  Jacqua  for  their  commit- 
ment to  academic  and  athletic  excel- 
lence. Every  Tuesday,  members  get 
tutored  by  community  volunteers,  and 
twice  a  month  they  hear  special  speak- 
ers. They  visit  college  campuses,  and  go 
on  outings  with  their  brother  club  in 
Vallejo. 

Heavy  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  im- 
portance of  academic  achievement  and 
resisting  any  association  with  drugs. 
"There  are  other  boy's  clubs,"  Jacqua 
points  out.  "But,  typicallv.  thev  just 
throw  out  a  basketball  and  say  "Dlay."  We 
want  these  kids  to  have  an  option  as  to 
what  their  future  will  be.  We  give  them 
survival  information." 

The  youngsters  themselves  speak  open- 
ly about  the  situations  in  which  that  sur- 
vival information  is  put  to  the  test. 
"You  see  these  guys  driving  around  in 
fancy  cars  and  it  makes  you  angry  be- 
cause they're  getting  away  with  things 
and  you  have  hardly  anything,"  says  De- 
Wayne  Williams,  13.  "But  1  know  that

cussed.  "We  need  to  reach  out  to  him,' 
Jack  tells  the  boys.  He's  losing,  100-to- 
one.  Why  would  a  guy  who's  smart  want 
to  shortchange  himself  when  we're  here 
to  help  him?"  It's  a  question  Jacqua 
asks  himself  again  the  next  night  as  he 
comes  upon  an  arrest  scene  and  realizes 
in  dismay  that  the  boy  being  taken  away 
by  police  is  the  one  he  had  spoken  of  the 
night  before. 

MarshaU  cV  Jacqua's  efforts  have  not 
been  lost  on  the  boys,  particularly  on  the 
older  member^.  "Jack  and  Joe  opened 
the  door  and  I  expanded,"  says  Thaddeus 
Hill,  16,  who  has  been  in  the  club  since 
its  inception.  "I  learn  something  every 
time  I  come." 

Hill,  who  watched  in  horror  this  sum- 
mer as  a  boy  his  age  was  gunned  down  in 
a  drug  deal  gone  bad,  has  strong  feelings 
about  his  future.  "I  found  my  destiny. 
I'm  following  my  road,"  he  says  with  con- 
viction. "I  want  to  get  a  college  degree 
and  then  come  back  with  lots  of  money, 
legal  money,  and  give  it  back  to  people 
who  need  it." 

Marshall  hopes  to  hold  a  fundraising 
dinner  in  the  spring  to  raise  scholarship 
money  for  the  four  seniors  in  the  club. 
"I  don't  want  these  kids  to  start  out  their 
life  in  debt,"  he  declares.  "And  I'd  like  to 
see  them  get  away  from  here.  Most  of 
these  kids  cannot  see  beyond  their 
neighborhood.  In  college  you  learn  about 
the  world.  And  there's  no  substitute  for 
that  kind  of  education." 

At  a  recent  meeting,  Preston  Worthy, 
a  drug  counselor  and  frequent  speaker 
at  the  Boy's  Club,  delivered  a  strong 
message  about  selling  drugs.  "Don't  let 
that  almighty  dollar  rule  your  head,"  he 
warned.  "Because  if  you  want  dirty 
money  then  you'll  pay  the  dirty  conse- 
quences. There  will  be  no  mercy  for 
you." 

It  is  a  message  the  Continentals  hear 
every  time  they  meet.  But  it  never 
seems  to  lose  its  impact.  "I  never  get 
tired  of  it,"  says  DeWayne  Williams. 
"Every  day  by  my  house  the  same  things 
are  happening,  so  I  can  listen  to  the  same 
message  over  and  over." 


warm,  friendly  atmosphere. 

soon  their  money  might  go  away  and 
they'U  be  in  jail." 

To  stay  in  the  club,  a  bov  must  pledge 
to  maintain  at  least  a  2.0  T,  grade  aver- 
age, attend  aU  meetings,  and  most  im- 
portantly, remain  drug-free.  Club  mem- 
bers can  often  be  identified  in  their 
bript'tly  colored  shirts  with  the  motto 
"I  Don't  Do  Drugs"  displayed  on  the  front. 

Members  don't  feel  the  rules  are  a 
burden.  "If  not  hard  to  get  a  2.0,"  says 
Tyler  Eisen,  a  sophomore  at  Martin  Lu- 
ther King  Middle  School.  "And  I  wear  my 
shirt  with  pride.  No  one  can  make  me 
do  something  1  don't  want  to.  And  I  don't 
want  to  walk  around  all  spaced  out  on 
drugs."  "Yeah,"  agrees  Michael  White,  14. 
"You  see  people  getting  kiUed  over  stupid 
stuff  when  they're  into  drugs.  They'll  do 
anything  for  it." 

Although  such  attitudes  make  his  work 
easier,  Jacqua  nevertheless  expends 
much  effort  outside  of  club  hours  to 
make  sure  the  members  are  staying  on 
track.  He  visits  parents,  urging  them  to 
take  an  interest  in  their  child's  progress. 
He  also  checks  school  records  to  deter- 
mine if  the  boys  are  taking  the  right 
classes.  (One  boy  was  found  to  have 
three  PE  classes  on  his  schedule.) 

Recently,  worried  about  a  former  mem- 
ber, Jacqua  went  to  the  boy's  school,  only 
to  discover  that  he  had  been  absent  for 
35  days  and  was  failing  all  his  classes. 
At  the  next  meeting,  his  situation  is  dis-

It  all  began,  1  suppose,  with  a  creak  on 
the  floorboard,  a  creak  which  to  many 
fellow  cat-owners  means  one's  pet  is  bock 
in  the  house  and  seeking  food,  companion- 
ship or  whatever  it  is  that  cats  really 
want. 

But  this  creak  was  heavier,  surely  not 
that  of  a  ten-pound  cat.  And  when  I 
looked  up,  there  was  a  dark  figure,  not 
the  white  and  gray  of  a  Balinese  cat,  but 
the  distinct  shape  of  a  raccoon  in  the 
house. 

This  was  three  years  ago,  when  such  a 
single  visit  was  still  a  cute  story  that 
brought  "oohs"  and  amazed  reactions 
from  Hill  friends  and  neighbors. 

But  this  summer  and  fall,  my  raccoon 
tales  have  been  matched  consistently  on 
Potrero  Hill  with  dozens  of  tales  from 
other  neighborhood  residents:  birdbaths 
overturned;  kitchen  cabinets  opened  and 
food  pulled  out;  garbage  cans  ransacked. 
What  was  once  a  seemingly  innocuous 
visitation  has  turned  into  a  growing 
raccoon  invasion. 

This  invasion  has  left  Potrero  Hill  re- 
sidents with  two  questions:  What's  caus- 
ing this  proliferation  of  raccoons  now? 
And  -  far  more  important  -  what  can  be 
done  to  stop  it? 

Why  now?  Although  there  are  no  con- 
clusive answers,  a  number  of  Hill  dwel- 
lers point  to  the  rash  of  demolitions  and 
new  construction  taking  place  in  the 
neighborhood.  This  may  very  well  be 
driving  raccoons  out  of  their  usual  "dens" 
and  into  seeking  shelter  and  food  in 
houses  and  gardens  where  they  are  de- 
cidedly uninvited  and  unwelcome. 

What  to  do  about  it?  Many  such  ques- 
tions have  been  posed  recently  to  the 
San  Francisco  Society  for  the  Prevention 


of  Cruelty  to  Animals  (SPCA),  which 
has  developed  guidelines  for  what  they 
call  "humane  ways  to  discourage  wild- 
life." 

The  SPCA  does  not  provide  trapping 
services,  and  knows  of  no  San  Francisco 
agency  that  does.  They  discourage  in- 
dividual attempts  at  trapping  raccoons 
and  emphasize  that  "many  wily  animals 
such  as  raccoons  soon  learn  to  avoid 
traps  without  getting  caught.  And  they 
can  pass  this  knowledge  on  to  their  off- 
spring." 

Raccoons  -  when  threatened  -  can  be 
dangerous  to  both  humans  and  other  an- 
imals. Never  approach  a  den  where  the 
mother  raccoon  is  present  with  her 
young,  the  SPCA  warns.  And,  since 
raccoons  with  distemper  have  been  re- 
ported in  San  Francisco,  it's  a  good  idea 
to  make  sure  all  pets  have  their  dis- 
temper shots  and  boosters. 

The  SPCA  also  suggests  some  methods 
of  preventing  raccoons  from  approaching 
one's  house.  If  there's  a  pet  door  in  the 
house,  of  course,  one  might  consider 
locking  it  at  night  or  getting  an  elec- 
tronic pet  door  designed  to  open  only 
with  a  signal  from  a  pet's  collar. 

Since  raccoons  are  frequently  after 
food,  the  sources  of  their  nourishment 
should  be  removed.  Pet  food  outside  or 
just  inside  a  house  -  frequently  dried, 
kibble  pet  food  -  is  often  especially  at- 
tractive to  raccoons.  If  possible,  seal 
food  in  tightly  close  glass  or  mental 
containers. 

Entrances  to  houses  such  as  vents 
should  be  closed  off  or  screened  with 
heavy  mesh  or  hardware  cloth.  The  SPCA 
recommends  use  of  moth  balls  or  ammo- 
nia around  the  house's  foundation  to  fur- 
ther discourage  the  masked  invaders,  al- 
though some  Hill  residents  report  their 
use  of  ammonia  has  failed  to  deter  the 
raccoons. 

A  list  of  SPCA  suggestions  for  dis- 
couraging raccoons  in  and  around  the 
yard  may  well  have  been  designed  by 
cartoonist  Rube  Goldberg.  More  are 
available  from  the  SPCA  at  2500-16 th 
St.,  but  a  few  examples  will  serve  to  il- 
lustrate the  basic  idea: 

*  Invert  your  garbage  can  lid,  and  on 
this  flat  surface  place  a  piece  of  plywood 
large  enough  to  cover  the  entire  lid.  On 
the  plywood  group  as  many  empty  alu- 
minum cans  as  possible.

*  On  nights  when  the  moon  is  full,  fill 
a  large,  clear  glass  jar  with  water  and 
place  it  in  the  area  favored  by  the  rac- 
coon. Water  reflected  in  the  moonlight 
frightens  the  normally  bold  raccoon. 

♦Likewise,  "empty  pop  bottles  partially 
buried  mouth  up  in  the  ground."  ...as  wind 
blows  over  them,  they  create  an  eerie 
sound  inaudible  to  humans,  but  very  an- 
noying to  raccoons. 


*  From  a  string  or  clothesline  strung 
along  a  fence,  hang  strips  of  cloth  or 
aluminum  foil  to  frighten  the  animals 
and  cause  them  to  leave  the  area. 

Some  methods  of  raccoon  eviction  are 
far  less  fanciful,  but  simply  common 
sense:  eliminate  insects  from  lawns  and 
gardens,  drain  ponds.

After  that  the  Woods'  fancy  turned  to 
airplanes  -  stuffed  airplanes  -  and  the 
"Bear  Force"  was  created,  with,  naturally, 
the  "Red  Bearon"  in  one  of  the  cockpits. 

Strictly  a  home  operation  at  first,  the 
Woods'  enterprise  soon  was  marketing  its 
creations  at  the  wholesale  level.  The 
talented  couple  designed  their  products, 
adapted  equipment  to  do  the  sewing  and 
scrounged  materials  from  such  places  as 
The  North  Face  in  Berkeley,  the  outdoor 
equipment  firm,  where  they  got  sleeping 
bag  stuffing  scraps  to  pack  into  their 
animals. 

Now  in  their  present  location  for  a  year 
and  selling  to  the  retail  trade,  they  are 
doing  "very  well."  Basic  Brown  Bears  now 
has  a  staff  of  seven,  which  includes  a 
stuffer,  a  shipper,  a  handsewer  and  three 
other  sewers.  And  Marrilee  Woods'  de- 
signs now  include  much  more  than  the 
prototype  BBBs  and  Bear  Force.  There's 
the  white  teddy  with  pink  wings  (Beary 
Godmother),  Colonel  Teddy  (Roosevelt, 
of  course),  Chloe  and  Max,  and  FOBs 
(friends  of  bears)  like  Chocolate  Moose, 
Mother  Goose,  and  nice,  cats  and  reindeer. 


In  addition,  Woods  has  designed  for  a 
firm  in  Australia  which  has  come  out  with 
a  line  of  "Whatchamacallits  from  Down 
Under"  -  platypuses,  kangaroos,  wombats  ; 
and,  improbably,  giraffes.  And  there's 
the  line  of  "Farley"  bears  she  did  for  an 
Oakland  firm  under  license  by  cartoonist/ 
ursophile  Phil  Frank.  Frank's  Hilda,  in 
fact,  five  feet  tall  and  twice  as  big 
around,  greets  visitors  to  Woods  &  Woods 
just  inside  the  DeHaro  St.  entrance. 

No  doubt  at  the  behest  of  the  boss  i;i 
his  North  Pole  HQ,  W  6c  W  encourages 
visits  and  hosts  tour  groups  of  children  in 
its  workshop.  But  a  delight  in  whimsy  is 
not  limited  to  the  young,  and  Marrilee 
Woods  reports  that  among  her  visitors 
are  "lots  of  grandmas  and  people  who  say, 
'  I  know  I  should  be  buying  this  for  my 
niece,  but. ..well,  IH  get  one  for  her,  too.'" 

And  plans  are  that  there  will  be  more 
to  get.  In  the  works  are  a  lion,  and  a 
dragon,  and  some  new  rabbits.  And  might 
we  suggest,  perhaps,  an  Ursa  Major  -  with 
gold  oak  leaves  on  his/her  shoulders?  The 
boss  up  north  might  be  amused.

Phase  One  Productions,  headed  by 
Patrick  Joseph  and  Barbara  Daoust,  is 
presenting  an  intriguing  program  of  short 
plays  at  Company  in  Flight  Theater.  333 
Dolores  St.  through  Dec.  12. 

Titled  "Encounters,"  the  trio  is  compris- 
ed of  Samuel  Beckett's  "Lullaby,"  follow- 
ed by  a  premiere  performance  of  CD. 
Arnold's  "A  Nice  Day  for  the  Beach,"  with 
Craig  Sjogren's  "Curtains"  providing  an 
appropriate  finale  to  the  evening. 

The  opener,  lovingly  directed  by  Daoust, 
is  a  rare  performance  of  the  ephemeral 
"Lullaby"  by  Beckett  ("Waiting  for  Godot," 
"Endgame,"  "Happy  Days").  Sensitively 
acted  by  Marion  Scott,  the  15  minute  solo

piece  is  compounded  of  enigmatic  imagery 
and  poetic  rhythms  evoking  fragments  of 
a  woman's  life  -  as  she  contemplates  its 
end.  The  delicate  ambience  is  helped 
immeasurably  by  an  uncredited  lighting 
designer/technician.  (Daoust?) 

"A  Nice  Day  for  the  Beach"  is  less 
successful.  CD.  Arnold's  sketch  of  a 
mother  and  teenage  daughter  at  the 
beach,  acting  out  some  time  honored 
mother-daughter  conflicts,  feels  incom- 
plete, perhaps  because  the  incident  in- 
volving a  young  man  seems  contrived, 
without  shedding  any  light  on  the  mother 
-daughter  relationship. 

Both  Barbara  Jewitt  and  Megan  Blue 
Stermer  appear  to  have  mastered  the 
basics  of  their  craft,  but  co-directors 
Philippe  Roy  and  Michael  Baum  have  not 
allowed  them  any  moments  of  stiUness, 
or  slowing,  then  quickening,  in  response 
to  inner  thoughts.  Back  and  forth  goes 
the  dialogue  with  the  relentless  regular- 
ity of  a  ping  pong  game.  As  a  result,  we 
grow  tired  of  the  bickering  pair  long  be- 
fore the  unexpected  event  -  which  we 
wouldn't  think  of  revealing! 

The  undeniable  crowd  pleaser  of  the 
evening  -  and  deservedly  so  -  is  Craig 
Sjogren's  "Curtains,"  written  expressly 
for  its  star,  the  captivating  Sharon  Os- 
treicher of  Make-A-Circus  fame.  Os- 
treicher plays  a  character  who  "happens" 
to  be  a  clown,  acrobat,  juggler,  tap  dan- 
cer and  stand-up  (or  fall  down)  comic. 

She  also  "happens"  to  be  a  nice  Jewish 
girl  from  Dayton,  Ohio  ,  who  has  never 
thought  much  about  what  happens  after 
death,  when  she  learns  that  she  has  just 
taken  her  final  bow  -  and  I  mean  final!  - 
by  choking  on  a  piece  of  pastrami  while 
performing  at  a  Bar  Mitzvah  party. 

With  a  delightful  assist  by  Kristopher 
Logan  as  the  disembodied  voice  of  You- 
know-Who's  stage  manager,  leading  the 
newcomer  through  the  formalities  of  - 
yes,  her  Final  Audition,  Ostreicher  ca- 
vorts her  way  through  a  series  of  obsta- 
cles with  the  greatest  of  ease.  With 
Daoust  again  in  the  director's  chair, 
things  bounce  along  briskly  and  with 
sharp  focus.  And  Ostreicher  proves  that 
not  only  is  she  adept  at  all  the  above,  but 
also  has  the  makings  of  a  verv  fine 
actress.

GRILLED  TURKEY      By  Ike  Lubiniecki 
Kansas  Street 

Turkey 

Aluminum  foil 

Charcoals 

Seasonings 

Build  a  drip-pan  from  the  foil  as 
large  as  the  circumference  of  the 
turkey.     Heat  18  charcoals  and 
divide  them  into  two  parts;  push 
the  charcoals  to  the  sides  of  the 
grill  (such  as  a  Weber),  lining  them 
along  the  sides  of  the  drip-pan 
which  is  centered  in  the  grill's 
basin.     The  drip-pan  prevents  the 
turkey's  drippings  from  starting  a 
grease  fire  on  the  hot  charcoals. 

Put  the  trussed  and  seasoned  turkey 
on  the  grill,  centered  over  the 
drip-pan,  and  cook  12  minutes  to 
the  pound.     Add  a  few  charcoals  to 
each  side  as  needed. 

If  the  grill's  lid  won't  fit  over 
the  turkey  (as  mine  won't),  make  a 
loose-fitting  tent  from  the  foil 
and  fasten  it  to  the  grill's  bowl 
with  clothes  pins.     Puncture  the 
foil  in  several  places,  plus  at  the 
top,  for  air  vents. 

Protect  the  parts  of  the  bird  prone 
to  burning  with  bits  of  foil  -  the 
wingtips,  leg,  and  thigh  area. 
Baste  and  season  the  bird  as  you 
would  if  it  were  being  roasted  in 
the  oven.     The  timing  given  above 
produces  meat  pink  at  the  bone  - 
sweet  and  juicy. 


EGGPLANT  DRESSING    By  Cynthia  Zink 
Kansas  Street 

1  medium  eggplant 

4-5  cups  day-old  bread  cubes 

1  tbs.  soy  sauce 

1  tsp.  each  rosemary,  basil,  and 
paprika 

1/2  tsp.  pepper 

2  eggs 

1/2  -  3/4  cup  milk 

1  medium  onion,  chopped 

1  cup  Cheddar  cheese,  grated 

1  stick  butter 

Bake  the  eggplant,  whole,  on  a 
cookie  sheet  at  350  degrees  until 
soft;  set  aside  to  cool. 

Toss  the  bread  cubes  in  a  large 
bowl  with  the  spices. 

Beat  the  eggs,  milk  and  soy  sauce 
and  stir  gently  into  the  bread 
cubes;  set  aside  to  soak. 


Saute  the  onion  in  the  butter  til 
soft.  While  the  onion  is  cooking 
scrape  the  pulp  from  the  eggplant 
and  chop  it,  discarding  the  skins. 

Gently  mix  together  the  eggplant, 
onion,  cheese,  and  bread-milk 
mixture.     Use  as  a  stuffing  or 
bake  in  an  oiled  dish  at  350  - 
degrees  for  about  45  minutes  or 
until  puffed  and  browned.

1  cup  sugar 
12  cloves 

4  cinnamon  sticks,  3"  long 
1     6  oz.    glass  brandy,   dark  rum  or 
Calvados,   or  all   three   (but  watch 
out !  ) 

Reserve  for  sprinkling  ground  nutmeg 
or  ground  ginger 

In   the  water  simmer   the  orange  rind, 
cloves  and  cinnamon   for  at   least  15 
minutes;   taste  occasionally   to  see 
if   the   spices  are  noticeable,  and 
when  they  are,   strain  into  the  wine 
and  add   the  sugar  and  orange  slices. 
Simmer  until   the   sugar   is  dissolved, 
remove   from  the   fire  and   stir   in  the 
remaining  liquors.      Pour  into  mugs 
and  sprinkle  with  ground  spice.

1  c   flour  sifted  with  either  4  tsp 
salt  (for  savory)  -  or  -  1  tsp  sugar 
(for  sweet) 

3  or  4  eggs  well  beaten  with  rind  of 
1  lemon 

1  cup  milk 

4  cup  light  cream 

melt  h  pound  sweet   butter,   adding  1 
tbsp  to  the  batter  and  reserving  the 
rest   for  frying  the  flentjes. 
Whisk  all   together   thoroughly  until 
smooth  and   the  consistency  of  heavy 
cream.     Let   rest  at   least  an  hour. 
Heat  a  six  inch  skillet  and  brush 
with  melted  butter.     Stir  the  batter 
well  and  pour   14  tbsps   into  the 
skillet,   and  quickly  tilt   from  side 
to  side  to  distribute  the  batter 
evenly.     Brown  one  side  only  and 
flip  unbrowned  side  down   to  a  warm 
platter. 

Butter   the  skillet   for  each  cake  and 
brown  quickly  until  all   tne  batter 
is  used.     There  should  be   12  or  14 
thin  flentjes. 

Fill   the   BROWNED  side  with   1  or  2 
tbsps  savory  or  sweet  and  roll  the 
cake   into  a  cylinder.     Set   the  cylin- 
ders  side  by  side   in  a  buttered  shal- 
ow  baking  pan. 

If  the   filling  is   sweet,  sprinkle 
the   flentjes  with  sugar  flavored 
with  cinnamon  or  ginger.      If  the 
filling  is  savory  sprinkle  with  grat- 
ed cheese.     Bake   in  a  350  degree 
oven   for   15  to  20  min.    or  until  the 
flentjes  are  bubbly  and  brown.

FLAG  CHAMPS

The  disease  of  the  year  for  1987  should 
certainly  be  considered  AIDS  but  may 
well  be  Epstein-Barr.  It  has  received  a 
lot  of  press,  including  a  two  part  article 
in  Rolling  Stone  magazine  about  the 
"yuppie  disease."  Epstein-Barr  has  been 
around  a  while.  It  was  the  virus  to  be 
connected  with  human  cancer,  when  in 
the  1960's  it  was  shown  to  be  connected 
with  a  virulent  form  of  lymphoma  called 
Burkitt's  lymphoma.  It  was  at  the  same 
time  shown  to  be  the  cause  of  "mono," 
infectious  mononucleosis.  Somehow  it 
seems  that  the  immune  system  can  get 
overactive  in  fighting  off  the  virus,  and 
in  extreme  cases  loses  all  bounds  on  its 
growth  and  we  have  a  cancer. 

More  recently,  as  medical  science  has 
progressed,  scientists  have  come  up  with 
a  bunch  of  different  antibody  tests  for 
this  virus.  These  have  shown  that  the 
virus  is  implicated  in  many  different  di- 
seases. In  particular,  these  antibody  tests 
were  applied  -  for  example,  to  a  famous 
Tahoe  "epidemic"  -  to  a  group  of  people 
who  felt  chronically  run  down,  complain- 
ed of  no  energy,  and  often  had  low  grade 
fpvers,  swollen  lymph  glands,  muscle 
aches  ana  in  general  acted  as  U  they  had 
a  "a  virus."  Often  these  people  could 
point  to  a  specific  moment  when  they  got 
sick.  Occasionally  they  had  more  drama- 
the  symptoms,  such  as  rashes,  arthritis 
and  various  neurological  disorders.  In 
many  cases  the  Epstein-Barr  antibody 
tests  came  back  positive. 

Here  came  the  publicity  and  the  prob- 
lem: What  did  it  all  mean?  Was  the  virus

therefore  the  cause  of  this,  or  was  it  a 
fellow  traveller  or  sign  of  something  else 
going  on?  Many  people  with  "chronic 
Epstein-Barr"  also  had  high  titres  of  anti- 
bodies to  other  viruses,  for  example  to 
herpes  and  to  cytomegaly  virus.  It  is 
therefore  not  certain  that  the  Epstein- 
Barr  virus  is  the  cause  of  these  symptoms. 

Treatment  with  specific  drugs  against 
E-B  has  also  been  disappointing.  Acyc- 
clovir,  a  drug  active  against  herpes,  also 
has  some  lesser  activity  against  the  E-B 
virus  in  the  laboratory,  but  tests  on  hu- 
mans have  been  disappointing.  Some 
people  seemed  to  get  better,  but  when 
one  factored  in  that  some  people  got 
better  when  nothing  was  done,  it  was  im- 
possible to  say  that  the  drug  did  anything. 

Further,  when  someone  did  react  to  the 
antibody  tests  against  Epstein-Barr,  it 
did  not  mean  mat  they  were  ill.  Many 
"normal"  energetic  people  test  positive  to 
the  E-B  tests.  Therefore  it  is  still  hard  to 
know  what  the  tests  mean. 

What  does  seem  true  is  that  there  are 
some  patients  who  have  specific  symp- 
toms that  center  around  chronic  fatigue. 
Many  will  have  a  known  cause  -  hormone 
abnormality,  rheumatoid  disease,  early 
cancer,  or  something  else.  The  others  are 
best  diagnosed  as  having  "chronic  fatigue 
viral  syndrome."  This  may  or  may  not  be 
due  to  chronic  Epstein-Barr  infection. 
Whatever  the  cause,  treatment  is  the 
same  and  is  aimed  at  relieving  symptoms.
